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Foreword 

This Ethiopian Standard has been prepared under the direction of the Technical Committee for Animal 
and vegetables fats and oils (TC 23) and published by the Ethiopian Standards Agency (ESA). 

The standard is a reaffirmation for reprint of the Ethiopian Standard ES 51:2001, Edible vegetable oils- 
Packing with some editorial changes without altering the technical contents in the former text. 
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Edible vegetable oils — Packing 



1 Scope 

This Ethiopian Standard establishes requirements for packing edible vegetable oils. 

2 Requirement 

The oil shall be packed in containers which protect the product and which do not cause any alteration in it. 

3 Containers 

3.1 Metallic containers 

3.1.1 Metallic containers such as casks, barrels, drums, cans which are sound, new or in good condition, clean 
and dry, not containing any product that may alter the quality, the composition or the odour of the oil shall be used. 

3.1.2 The containers shall be of iron adequately tinned or enamel or aluminium. 

3.1.3 Containers with a capacity of more than 100 litre shall be bound with hoops or provided with moulded ribs. 
Their closures shall be threaded, to provide tight joints. The stoppers and necks shall have holes to allow the 
passage of wires to bear the seals. 

3.2 Glass containers 

Glass containers of any capacity, shape shall be used, provided that they are protected from breakage and light. 

3.3 Plastics containers 

Plastics containers or containers lined with a plastic material shall be used provided that they conform to the 
requirements specified in clause 3.1 .1 and are inert towards the oil for which they are to be used. 

4 Filling 

The head space shall be between 2-4% of the volume of the container, depending on the method of transport 
adopted. 

5 Closures 

5.1 The containers shall be provided with tamper-proof seals or closures. 

5.2 The closures shall be of cork, metallic crown-corks, glass or any other suitable material. The surface in contact 
with the oil shall be of material, which has no effect on the product. 

5.3 Threaded closures shall conform to the requirements specified in clause 3.1 .1 . 
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6 Labelling 

Each container of the product shall be labelled with the following information: 

a) name of the product; 

b) name and address of the manufacturer; 

c) net content, and 

d) date of manufacture; and 

e) expiry date. 



7 Marking 

Each container of Edible Vegetable oils shall be marked with the Quality Mark upon approval by the 
Ethiopian Standards Agency.
